HAZING  STATEMENT  REVIEWED

Believe  it  or  not  -  students  have  available  a  Student  Welfare  Code  of  Conduct  which 
serves  any  student  who  feels  he  has  been  unjustly  treated  and  has  failed  to  receive 
satisfaction  from  other  channels  available  at  the  college.  This  code,  however,  has  been 
held  up  in  committee  meetings  for  approximately  three  years,  maybe  more.  At 
first,  there  were  hassles  as  to  the  definition  of  drunkenness,  now  the  block  centers 
around  a  hazing  statement. 

Faculty  Senate  and  the  Administration  on  March  11,  1969  passed  the  following 
Hazing  Statement:  "Hazing  by  a  college  affiliated  group,  whether  on  or  off  campus. 
The  following  definition  of  hazing  by  the  College  Society  Secretaries  Association  is 
accepted:  The  Association  defines  hazing  as  any  action  taken  or  situation  created, 
intentionally,  whether  on  or  off  fraternity  premises,  to  produce  physical  or  mental 
discomfort,  embarrassment,  harassment,  or  ridicult.  Such  activities  and  situations 
include  paddling  in  any  form;  creation  of  excessive  fatigue,  physical  and  psycholo- 
gical shocks;  quests,  treasure  hunts,  scavenger  hunts,  road-trips  or  any  other  such 
activities  carried  on  outside  the  confines  of  the  house;  wearing  publicly  apparel 
which  is  conspicuous  and  not  normally  9in  good  taste;  engaging  in  public  stunts  and 
buffoonery;  morally  degrading  or  humiliating  games  and  activities;  late  work  sessions 
which  interfere  with  scholastic  activities;  and  any  other  activity  that  is  not  consistent 
with  fraternal  law,  ritual  or  policy  or  the  regulations  and  policies  of  the  educational 
institution." 

The  Student  Government  Association  reviewed  this  definition  of  hazing  and  decided 
to  further  discuss  it  with  the  Faculty  Senate's  Student  Welfare  Committee  headed 
by  Mrs.  Katherine  Flynn.  A  number  of  meetings  followed,  students  and  faculty  com- 
promised their  views  and  resolved  the  following  statement  on  April  30,  1969:  "Hazing 
avuses  by  a  college  affiliated  group,  whether  on  or  off  campus.  A  hazing  abuse  is 
defined  as  any  action  taken  or  situation  created,  intentionally,  to  produce  physical 
injury  or  extreme  mental  distress  through  creation  of  excessive  fatigue,  physical 
and  psychological  shocks;  morally  degrading  or  humilitation  games  and  activities; 
late  sessions  which  interfere  with  scholastic  activities;  and  any  other  activity  that 
is  not  consistent  with  the   regulations  and  policies  of  the  educational  institution." 

This  academic  year,  however,  the  statement  was  still  under  consideration.  Students 
and  faculty  members  to  the  Committee  met  jointly  and  presented  their  points  again. 
A  new  Committee  had  arisen  in  the  Faculty  Senate  chaired  by  Mr.  Edmond  Thomas. 
The  faculty  members  decided  to  accept  the  Hazing  Statement  drawn  up  by  the  Ad- 
ministration and  Faculty  in  March,  1969  after  the  Student  Government  Association 
had  voted  to  have  no  hazing  clause  whatsoever  in  the  Student  Code  of  Conduct. 

The  Code  of  Conduct  must  now  go  before  the  President's  Cabinet  which  is  comprised 
of  administrators,  faculty,  and  students.  If  the  Hazing  Statement  proposed  by  both 
faculty  and  administrators  passes  the  Cabinet,  it  may  mean  the  abolishment  of  social 
clubs  on  this  campus;  thereby  inferring  that  these  two  factions  would  prefer  to  see 
this  happen. 

If  read  carefully,  it  can  be  resolved  that  any  person  witnessing  any  form  of  hazing 
according  to  the  definition  can  bring  the  haras  sor  (s)  before  the  Board. 


"If  every  fraternity  went  by  the  standards  set  by  this  statement,  they  would  be 
looking  for  an  ideal  bond  upon  which  to  base  their  brotherhood.  Treasure  hunts, 
scavenger  hunts,  pledge  trips,  etc.,  keep  pledges  working  together  and  thus  start 
the  bonds  of  brotherhood.  Most  physical  harrassment  is  well  on  the  way  out  today, 
but  psychological  methods  seem  to  be  in.  Physical  punishment  as  a  means  of  proving 
a  person's  loyalty  to  a  brotherhood  is  ridiculous.  Public  bafoonery  and  silly  stunts 
are  sometimes  alright,  but  generally  the  fraternity  is  degrading  itself  through  the 
ridiculous  appearance  of  its  pledges."

SGA  Executive  Elections 


Elections  for  the  SGA  Executive  Board 
were  held  last  Wednesday  and  Thursday 
in  the  lobby  of  Thompson  Hall.  A  total 
of  317  votes  were  cast,  which  represents 
approximately  14%  of  the  student  body. 

r  or  the  office  of  President,  a  total  ot 
277  votes  were  cast.  Bob  O'Reilly,  whose 
name  was  the  only  one  on  the  ballot, 
received  245  of  these  votes.  The  other 

votes  were  split  between  about  25 
write-ins.  The  major  contenders  were 
Joe  Wernik  with  4,  Don  Cranson  with 
3,  Dave  Iannacone  with  2,  and  James 
Doyle  also  with  2. 

Bruce  Mattus,  a  write-in  candidate, 
received  109  of  the  total  241  votes  cast 
for  vice-president.  Michael  Kurgan  and 
Tim  Steward  drew  37  and  12  votes  res- 
pectively. 

Suzi  Anderson  was  voted  into  the  office 
of  corresponding  secretary  by  receiving 
124  votes  over  Karen  Donne ly's  17 
and  Richard  Shea's  9.  A  total  of  221 
votes  were  cast  for  this  office.

"I  do  not  agree  with  everything  included  in  this  statement  as  hazing.  Humiliation 
and  embarrassment  are,  of  course,  expected  by  pledges  and  these  methods  of  hazing 
are  a  traditional  part  of  the  pledging  activities.  Some  methods  of  hazing  are  actually 
the  only  ways  of  making  sure  a  person  really  wants  to  become  a  brother  in  the  frater- 
nity. However,  physical  types  of  hazing  should  not  be  used  in  any  excess.  I  believe 
in  more  psychological  hazing  rather  than  physical.  Paddling  is  kept  in  the  pledging 
activities  only  because  it  is  a  tradition,  but  this  is  kept  very  minimum.  As  long  as 
everything  is  kept  under  strict  control,  I  think  these  methods  of  hazing  are  accept- 
able. Hazing  can  be  in  good  or  bad  taste." 


Suzi  Anderson  also  received  the 
winning  number  for  recording  secretary 
with  22  votes.  The  runners- up  were 
Karen  O'Leary  with  12  votes  and  Nancy 
Griggs  with  8  votes.  A  total  of  147 
votes  were  cast. 

The  controversial  office  of  treasurer 
drew  165  votes  with  58  going  to  Donna 
Woodcome;  Tim  Stuart  and  Karen  0'  Lea- 
ry  drew   18  and   7  votes  respectively. 

For  each  of  the  above  offices  there 
were  50  or  more  other  people  who  re- 
ceived one  or  two  votes.  This  accounts 
for  the  fact  that  the  number  of  votes 
received  by  the  leacing  contendors 
does  not  add  up  to  the  total  number  of 
votes  cast  for  that  office.

Citizen's  Caucus  Held  In  Concord

Political  emphasis  in  the  past  years  has  shifted  from  general  elections  to  the  pri- 
maries. Eugene  McCarthy  was  the  first  to  recognize  and  utilize  the  power  of  the 
primary  on  a  nationwide  scale.  It  was  with  this  same  recognition  that  a  caucus  of 
concerned  citizens  from  the  Third  Congressional  District  convened  on  February 
21  in  Concord,  Massachusetts.  The  purpose  of  the  caucus  was  to  select  and  unani- 
mously back  one  candidate  to  compete  with  Philip  J.  Philbin  in  the  Democratic  pri- 
mary this  September. 

The  four  major  candidates,  Gordon  Martin,  Fr.  Robert  Drinan,  John  Kerry  and 
Chandler  Stephens,  took  the  first  half  of  the  caucus  to  plead  their  particular  case 
for  support. 

Martin  chose  this  time  to  withdraw  his  name  from  consideration  and  to  pledge 
his  full  support  to  whomever  won  the  balloting. 

Drinan' s  speech  had  been  copied  and  passed  to  the  delegations  ahead  of  time.  He 
did  not  emphasize  any  one  problem,  rather  he  spoke  briefly  on  most  all  the  major 
international,  national,  and  local  crises.  His  points  were  clear,  his  position  was 
liberal   and  pro-peace,   his   concern   was   felt  by  the  delegates  who  rose  to  applaud. 

Next,  Stephens  spoke.  He  spoke  calmly  and  eloquently  on  the  problems  and  on  his 
reasons  for  wanting  party  backing.  His  speech  lacked  Drinan' s  intensity. 

Throughout  the  convention,  the  question  foremost  in  the  delegates'  minds  was  that 
of  the  ability  to  win.  Which  candidate  could  get  the  most  votes?  Which  one  could  draw 
national  attention  to  this  small  primary  battle?  Which  candidate  could  force  Philbin 
out  into  a  discussion  of  issus  and  qualifications?  Which  candidate  could  prevent 
Philbin  from  winning  year  after  year  on  a  platform  of  political  favors? 

Kerry  showed  a  lot  of  this  ability  to  win.  A  decorated  veteran  of  the  Vietnam  War, 
he  spoke  on  the  issues,  much  like  Drinan,  but  he  placed  a  special  emphasis  on  the 
war  in  Vietnam  and  on  peace.  Time  after  time  he  was  interrupted  with  loud,  appre- 
ciative applause.  When  he  finished,  the  caucus  rose,  almost  to  a  man,  to  give  John 
Kerry  a  five  minute  standing  ovation. 

After  this  final  speech,  the  causus  recessed  for  an  hour  to  give  the  town  delega- 
tions a  chance  to  group  and  vote  for  a  chairman  and  vice-chairman.  The  candidates 
made  their  way  from  delegation  to  delegation  in  a  last  minute  effort  to  answer  ques- 
tions and  convince  voters. 

The  caucus  reconvened  at  2:30  p.m.  and  the  first  ballot  was  cast  at  that  time.  On 
that  first  ballot,  Kerry  led  by  a  slim  margin.  On  the  second  ballot,  Stephens  con- 
ceeded  and  pledged  to  support  the  final  winner.  Stephens  supporters  then  had  a  three 
way  choice:  to  choose  Drinan,  to  choose  Kerry,  or  to  abstain.  Most  chose  between 
Drinan  and  Kerry.  On  the  third  ballot,  Drinan  had  picked  up  a  total  of  59%.  Appa- 
rently most  of  the  Stephens'  supporters  were  going  in  favor  of  him.  On  the  fourth 
ballot,  rather  than  permanently  split  the  caucus,  Kerry  conceeded  and  pledged  his 
full  and  active  support  for  Drinan.  He  then  urged  the  delegations  to  work  hard  in  the 
upcoming  fight.  He  reminded  all  present  that  the  real  problem  was  Philip  J.  Philbin 
and  then  led  the  cheering  crowd  in  a  cry  of  "Beat  Philbin."  His  final  gesture  was 
that  of  the  sign  of  peace. 

Father  Drinan  then  took  the  podium  to  give  his  acceptance  speech.  It  was  filled 
with  praise  for  the  other  candidates  and  emphasized  the  unity  that  all  must  and  did 
have.  The  caucus  was  suppose  to  unify,  not  split.  All  four  candidates  stood  together 
on  stage,  shaking  hands  and  promising  to  work  as  a  team.  Three  showed  their  support 
for  the  fourth.  The  factions  on  the  floor  resolved  their  small  differences,  turned  to 
each  other  in  unity  and  faced  the  stage  to  cheer  with  their  leaders  for  Drinan  and  for 
the  overthrow  of  Philbin  in  the  next  primary  election. 

The  caucus  was  over.  People  went  home.  Much  had  been  achieved.  People  who  were 
Democrates,  Republicans,  and  Independents  had  met  on  a  neutral  ground  and  had 
chosen  one  candidate  to  carry  their  voice  to  Congress. 

Theatre  Workshop 

The  Theatre  Workshop  got  off  to  an  active  start  at  their  Monday  night  meeting. 
An  item  on  the  agenda  concerned  Mr.  McGrail's  request  for  the  workshop's  aid  in 
producing  a  series  of  special  skits  and  readings  for  his  English  classes.  A  motion 
regarding  this  proposal  was  passed  unanimously  and  work  will  begin  at  the  next 
meeting. 

Members    also    agreed   upon   the   Workshop  producing   a   series  of  one  act  plays. 

One  of  the  many  other  subjects  discussed  was  the  possibility  of  organizing  a  trip 
to  see  the  musical  "Hair".  Such  a  trip  would  be  open  to  all  interested  students,  fa- 
culty, and  administration.  Details  are  in  the  process  of  being  confirmed  and  a  final 
announcement  will  be  made  next  week  in  the  CYCLE.  Mike  St.  Onge,  publicity  chair- 
man, will  be  in  charge  of  the  trip. 

Following  this  discussion,  elections  were  re-held.  The  now  official  officers,  Pre- 
sident, Nancy  Griggs;  Vice-President,  Charles  Corley;  Secretary,  Angela  Themes; 
and   Treasurer,   Mike   St.   Onge,  will  hold  office  for  the  remainder  of  the  semester. 

The  Workshop  has  also  offered  their  aid  as  technical  crew  to  the  Chorus  for  any 
musical  they  might  wish  to  put  on.  It  was  decided  by  the  Chorus  this  past  Monday 
not  to  produce  a  musical.  Instead,  they  plan  to  put  on  a  Spring  Festival  of  straight 
choral  and  instrumental  pieces  plus  staged  excerpts  from  Broadway  musicals.  The 
Workshop  will  be  in  charge  of  all  staging  and  technical  work  for  this  production, 
j  The  next  meeting  will  be  held  in  the  Jr.  High  Auditorium  on  March  11th  at  7  p.m. 
The    meeting   is  open  to  anyone  who  would  like  to  come  and  join  in  on  the  activities.

McGill  Hosts 
FSC  Debators 

Fitchburg  State  College  was  repre- 
sented by  debators  Kathy  Roach  and 
Joan  Hession  at  the  McGill  International 
Debate  Tournament  on  the  week-end  of 
February  22.  The  team  won  a  debate 
against  McGill  University  in  Montreal  on 
the  topic  "law  and  justice  are  incom- 
patible in  today's  society."  The  tour- 
nament at  Mc  Gill  University  was  unique 
in  the  fact  that  it  was  run  by  the  thir- 
teen students  rounds  of  extemporaneous 
speaking.  Topics  for  the  extemporaneous 
debates  were  resolved:  "That  the  Age 
of  Reason  was  doomed  from  the  evening 
of  the  fifth  day,"  and  "Be  it  resolved 
that  he  who  knows  where  flys  go  in  win- 
ter knows  all."  These  topics  were  an- 
nounced fifteen  minutes  before  the  debate 
began  and  proved  to  be  very  entertain- 
ing. Any  one  interested  in  debating 
should  see  Kathy  Roach  in  the  High  Rise 
Dorm. 


Associate   Dean  of  Students  Paul  Mc- 
Quilken  of  DePauw  University  has  com- 
pleted  a   study  to  find  out  what  makes 
the  difference  between  strong,  mediocre 
and  weak  fraternities,  academically. 

His  date  and  conclusions  came  from 
a  ten-week  study  of  three  hundred  and 
ninety  five  freshmen  in  thirty-one  pledge 
classes  at  Iowa  State  University.  The 
project  had  financial  support  from  ISU 
and  educational  foundations  of  five  na- 
tional fraternities. 

Dr.  McQuilken  set  out  to  find  out 
why  freshmen  pledge  fraternities,  how 
freshmen  evaluated  fraternities  before 
and  after  ten  weeks,  how  the  pledge 
spent  his  time  for  seventy  consecutive 
days,  and  how  the  fraternity  experience 
affected    the  pledge  classes's   grades. 

Probably  his  most  startling  conclusion 
was  that  there  is  little  apparent  sig- 
nificance between  how  much  time  a  pledge 
class  spends  studying  and  how  high  its 
grades  are.  (Tthe  average  freshman 
pledge  class  slept  52.7  hours  per  week 
and  spent  52.4  hours  per  week  in  class 
or   in   study,   according  to  his  report.) 

The  research  that  required  some  one 
hundred  thousand  IBM  cards  revealed 
these  significant  signposts  about  the 
health  of  the  fraternity  system: 

1.  After  ten  weeks  pledges  did  not 
feel  their  chapter  was  as  concerned  about 
grades  as  they  initially  thought  they  were. 

2.  Fraternities  do  not  seem  to  ex- 
tract undue  amounts  of  time  to  fulfill 
pledge  obligations.

3.  Pledges  in  general  seemed  to  be 
more  dissatisfied  with  their  physical 
study  environment  than  with  the  total 
academic  atmosphere  in  the  fraternity. 

4.  Rushees  asked  more  penetrating 
questions  about  fraternities  than  ever 
before  and  were  unwilling  to  be  hurried 
into  pledging  decisions. 

5.  To  be  of  maximum  appeal  fra- 
ternities may  have  to  give  strong  con- 
sideration to  developing  programs  for 
small  interest  groups. 

6.  A  large  majority  of  pledges  felt 
there  was  a  need  to  narrow  the  gap 
between  what  a  fraternity  ideally  says 
it  is  and  what  it  actually  is. 

7.  Freshman  pledges  want  to  inter- 
act with  people  who  are  friendly,  in- 
teresting, loyal,  and  intelligent  and  who 
do  not  create  artificial  barriers  based 
solely  on  years  in  school. 

"Strong  leadership  within  the  chapter, 
the  adequacy,  maturity  and  absence  of 
abuse  in  the  pledge  training  program, 
good  internal  organization  a  place 
where  broadened  interests  can  be  de- 
veloped, esteem  for  ones  peers,  their 
prerogatives  and  knowledge — the  pre- 
sence of  these  correlated  highly  with 
academic  achievement,"  according  to 
Dr.  McQuilken's  findings. 

"If  fraternities  are  to  survive  and  be 
relevant  they  must  contribute  to  the 
educational  pruposes  of  the  institution," 
he  concluded.

By  the  symbolic  representation  of  the 
title  of  this  editorial,  one  can  plainly 
see  that  it  is  again  of  the  political 
nature.  If  you  are  tired  of  reading  such 
articles,  then  stop  here  and  read  no 
more.  If  you  choose  to  read  on,  then 
beware,  for  this  article  will  lean  to 
the  "right"  side  of  things.  After  due 
consideration  and  an  inability  to  fall 
asleep  this  "middle  of  the  roader"  would 
like  to  clarify  a  few  thoughts. 

The  trial  of  the  Chicago  Eight  was 
certainly  a  national  disgrace  and  I  will 
admit,  it  was  for  both  sides  o  f  the 
"roads."  I  cannot  condone  or  condemn 
the  actions  of  Judge  Hoffman.  He  was 
very  unethical  at  times  and  he,  being 
conservative  in  nature,  probably  had 
many  biased  and  prejudiced  opinions.  I 
also  cannot  condone  or  condemn  the 
actions  of  the  eight  men  on  trial.  The 
reasons  for  indictment  were  very  loosely 
bound  at  times  but  their  actions  in  the 
courtroom  also  made  a  mockery  of  our 
judicial  system. 

What  really  brothers  me  are  two  words 
used  in  an  article  in  last  weeks  Cycle. 
They  were  "courageous"  and  "suppres- 
sion."

I  for  one  cannot  and  will 
not  call  a  political  anarchist  who  writes 
books  entitled  "Revolution  for  the  Hell 
of  It"  courageous  when  his  actions  do 


not  merit  the  word.  I  cannot  believe 
that  men  who  use  a  courtroom  for  a 
platform  to  disrupt  and  mislead  can  be 
called  courageous  when  their  means  do 
not  merit  this  word,  (remember,  I  am 
not  condemning  or  condoning  them  either 
defendents  or  judge.)  Let  us  not  use  this 
word  so  loosely.  The  word  suppression 
also  angered  me  in  its  use.  I  do  be- 
lieve that  recent  actions  by  the  present 
administrating  should  be  thought  about 
and  questioned,  but  still  let  us  not  use 
this  term  loosely.  Can  we  call  a  po- 
lice department  suppressive  when  it  tries 
to  stop  a  group  of  individuals  from  des- 
troying and  burning  an  area  of  its  city 
for  instance  in  California  last  week  or 
in  Washington  D.C.  when  bricks  headed 
toward  windows  and  paints  towards 
walls? 

Gentlemen,  I  believe  in  dissent,  pro- 
test, marches  and  meritoriums  but  only 
when  they  do  not  infringe  upon  the 
"rights"  of  others.  When  you  infringe 
upon  the  rights  and  freedoms  of  others 
you  deprive  them  of  the  guarantees  for 
which  you  so  courageously  (and  I  use 
that  term  loosely)  fight  for. 

Let  us  reevaluate  our  thoughts  and 
ideas;  for  where  else  could  you  write, 
say,  or  THINK  what  you  want  but  right 
here  in  your  own  backyard.

When  asked  if  she 
found  it  lonely  in  this  country,  she 
replied  by  saying  that  she  liked  this 
country  very  much  and  it  was  hard  to 
be  lonely.  She  has  made  innumerable 
friends  from  her  concert  tours,  and  is 
very  much  impressed  by  the  majority 
of  Americans.  When  asked  how  she  felt 
about  the  Arab-Israeli  war,  she  proudly 
declared  that  she  supports  her  country 
and  was  proud  of  it's  actions.  It  was  a 
relief  to  find  someone  who  felt  that  way 
for  a  change. 

The  concert  itself  was  excellent,  and 
Miss  Ran  herself  is  a  very  fine  person.

Man  must  act  today!  Already  many  deaths  have  been  indirectly  attributed  to  air 
pollution.  As  far  back  as  1952,  approximately  2500  Londoners  died  from  the  effects 
of  smog.  Recently,  Dr.  Kenneth  Watts,  Professor  of  Zoology  at  the  University  of 
California,  stated  "....air  pollution  concentrations  are  rising  in  California  at  a  rate 
such  that  mass  mortality  incidents  can  be  expected.. ..by  1975." 

Will  your  offspring  survive?  Eminent  scientists  are  predicting  the  extinction  of 
life  on  earth  will  occur  within  the  next  fifteen  years.  Optimistic  scientists  say  that 
man  can  survive,  but  he'll  have  to  be  equipped  with  specially  developed  gas  masks 
and  living  facilities.  Could  you  accept  this  quality  of  life? 

The  public  cannot  be  satisfied  with  vague  promises  offered  as  solutions  by  its 
political  representatives.  These  promises  offer  only  shortsighted  solutions.  The 
silent  majority  must  gear  itself  into  action.  Faith  in  the  ability  of  government  or 
technology   to   solve  these  problems  will  not  effect  change --personal  sacrifice  will. 

An  example  of  how  inadequate  the  government  is  in  actually  solving  these  problems 
is  the  case  of  the  10  billion  dollars  being  appropiated  for  sewage  treatment  plants. 
This  is  pure  tokenism.  The  10  billion  dollars  is  to  be  allocated  over  a  period  of  five 
years-2  billion  per  year.  When  the  money  does  trickle  down  through  our  bureaucratic 
channels,  or  in  other  words  when  the  politicians  have  all  had  their  cut,  there  will 
hardly  be  enough  money  to  build  more  than  a  few  plants  per  year!  Secondly,  the  type 
of  plants  (primary  and  secondary)  authorized  to  be  built  are  known  to  have  harmful, 
if  not  disastrous  side  effects  upon  the  environment.  Tertiary  plants,  the  only  type 
known  to  be  adequate,  will  not  be  built. 

What  significant  action  has  our  government  taken  to  solve  our  most  severe  problem- 
air  pollution!  Nothing!  Why  is  it  that  the  government  is  not  pressing  the  automotive 
industry  to  put  into  production  an  already  perfected  minimum  polluting  vehicle? 
Possibly  because  our  government  is  powerless  to  act  against  the  will  of  the  titan- 
like leaders  of  the  auto  and  oil  industry.  The  government  is  ineffective  against  in- 
dustry! 

If  the  people  of  this  country  really  want  to  rid  themselves  of  all  forms  of  pollution, 
then  they  must  make  personal  sacrifices  to  effect  change.  Citizen  groups  with  spe- 
cific objectives  for  effecting  change  are  now  organizing  all  over  the  country.  These 
groups  can  be  effective  by  rallying  support  that  will  determine  our  fate*--life  or  death. 
It  is  possible  on  a  personal  level,  for  the  individual  to  effect  change  by  exerting  con- 
sumner  power.  Refuse  to  buy  products  from  industries  which  are  exploiting  the  en- 
vironment. Why  buy  American  automobiles  when  it  is  known  that  their  quality  is 
below  that  of  most  foreign  cars?  Why  not  buy  foreign  cars  which  have  standard  safe- 
ty features  greatly  surpassing  the  ridiculous  standards  our  government  has  set'? 
Why  buy  an  American  car  which  has  obsolescence  designed  into  it?  Selective  pur- 
chasing (boycott)  done  on  a  large  scale  will  force  sinister  polluters  to  change  their 
policies. 


There  are  a  number  of  ways  for  the  public  to  effectively  halt  the  exploitation  of  the 
environment.  The  crux  of  the  problem  is  that  it  takes  large  scale  citizen  involve- 
ment. Will  you,  the  public,  be  willing  to  make  this  commitment?

As  I  broke  this  up,  the  girl 
was  calling  the  boy  a  "F nigger"  and  the  other  things  of  this  nature.  Final- 
ly the  two  were  separated  and  the  complete  story  was  told. 

The  girl  felt  that  the  boy  resented  her  sitting  near  him.  She  made  a  few  choice 
comments  to  him  which  led  to  his  allegedly  calling  her  "a  piece  of  white  trash". 
The  battle  followed  shortly  thereafter. 

The  girl  was  from  the  south;  her  family  had  been  in  the  north  only  a  short  while. 
She  said  that  she  hated  black  people  in  general.  Her  father  had  been  a  member  of  the 
Ku  Klux  Klan  while  they  lived  in  the  south.  She  quit  school  shortly  after  the  incident. 

The  boy  was  from  the  North  Street  area.  He  never  seemed  to  display  any  hate  for 
the  girl  but  for  what  she  was  doing  and  represented.  He  maintained  his  "cool" 
throughout  most  of  the  discussion  following  the  incident  because  he  "had  seen  this 
stuff  before." 

This  wasn't  the  same  story  as  Eldridge  Cleaver  told.  However,  my  point  in  re- 
telling it  has  to  do  with  his  "BLACK  MOOCHIE".  As  a  former  editor,  I  was  told  by- 
people  that  the  story  wasn't  real,  the  language  necessary,  etc. 

I  contend  that  my  story,  which  is  true,  demonstrates  that  we  have  to  learn  of  the 
feelings  of  various  groups  in  our  society  in  order  to  deal  with  them  effectively.
